the very bane of peace, and ground-worke of errors and 
herefies , which is as Parcus /peakes, when wee doe, ni- 
mis apud nu{metjpſos ſapere, when we haue too good 
an opinion of our ſelues, when wee are wiſe in our owne 
conceits 4 ſuch « one ts apt for any error, and moſt hard to 
be reclaimed : therefore Salomon ſa«yes, there is more 
hope of afoole, then of one that is wiſe in his owne 
conceit, awd God by his Prophet doth denounce a woe a- 
gainſt theſe, Woe vnto them that are wiſe in their * 
owne eyes, and prudent intheir owne ſight.

and vic them as one cleare propoſition, plain'y witneſſing 
the vniverfalicic of the knowledge of God, And as the A. 
poſtle reaſoned for his proofe, 4 maiore ad minus , from the 
greater to the leſſer, ſo we may here fitly reaſon , a minere 
ad maius, from the leſſer tothe greater,after this manner :

Bur before'T enter this diſcourſe, give me leaue alicle to 
giue a reaſonof this diſcovrie : For baply it may ſeceme 
ſtrange to ſome, to whom the ground and occafion of this 
balineſle is not knowne; thatany ſhould ſo much as que-

of the regenerate or iuflified perſon, Rem..7,14. and oppo- 
fe toth3t which S.[ohn ſpeakerhin his firſt Epiſtle, chap- 
ter 1, verſe 10,andto that which S, [ames ſpeaketh, James 
Chapter 3. verſe 2, much conſonant vnto which is the 
blaſphemous poſition of this new ſprung vp Familift, who 
maineaineth, according to his beſt kill, That after Iuſtifi- 


ws, 


cation God cannot any way ſee finne in his children : 


And therefore from thence heapeth vp other falſe and per- 
nicious concluſions; as, That God doth not puniſh or cor- 


 rechis children for finne ; That we are not to aske for the 


forgiueneſle of finne : In which, although hee ſomerhing 
differ from thoſe fore-named Heretikes: yet it is ad dete- 
rins,inreſpett of the werſe.For itis more grofle and wicked 
ro ſay, That notwithſtanding our Juſtification, wee are in 
our {clues lumpes of finne , and yet that God cannot anie 
way ſee this finne in vs; then to ſay, That after Iuſtification 
we cannor fall into finne. Forthe firſt 1s a Blaſphemie, ten» 
ding to deſtroy the whole Eſſence and Nature of God,and 
therefore all Pietic and Religion: the ſecond, onely im- 
pugneth certaine points of Faith, onely certaine places of 
Scripture, If therefore here fitſt ofall we obſerue Sathans 
ſubcill praQtiſe,in ſowrng Tares in the field of God Schiſmes 
and Hereſfics in the Church, ſtrange and deuilliſh doctrines 
to diſhonour God, and wound the Soules of the Hearers: 
We wi'l notthinke it ſtrange, that anie ſhould ſpend time 
to proue a pohtion ſo cerraine and manifeſt in it ſelfe, when 
Satban dares ftirre vp agents to gaineſay and contradict 
it; ro crie out, that they haue no Faith; that they are Trai- 
torsto the bloud of Chriſt, that ſo conclude. Againe, wee 
will not thinke it ftrange, that any ſhould miſt co prove a 
point init ſelfe ſoccleare, if we conſider what the Scrip. 


ture tells vs, namely, that in the laft daies ſoal come perilous

ment vpon their owne heads, Therefore, firſt by connwency 

wee may make the fiones of others ro become ours; _ 

Secondly,con/entiendo, by conſent vieemay make the fins of 
others ro be ours,and that three manner of wayes;by deed; 
P/zl.50.18. as Pſalmethe 50.18. When thou ſceſt a Theefe,thow conſeuteſt 
with him, and art partaker with the Adult:rer; orelſe by word, 
I1b.z.Epift. as Tobn doth witneſle in his ſecond Epiſtle and the 10.verſe, 
10,VTſe. of by a ſuppre ſſedcon/ent ,tor there is conſen/ws ſulenty;a conſent 
of flence,when by our lence ve {uffer our brother to com< 
mit finne.and doe not reproue h1m»z which is contrary to 
that which God enioynes, Lenit.19.17.

26 
forgotren,Thus by connſelling and aduifing yneo cuill, wee 27 

may make the [:tnnes of others to become ours. 


Fourthly , defendends » by patronizing and Cefending the

Gnnes of others, we make themours; fo was (orah and his N7-16.3- 


compiices- gwitie ofthe finnes of the people , becauſe they 
defended & maintained them that they were righteous and 
holy enough, And therefore this iniquitie we may ſec bran- 
ded wich a double curte, the one of God, Eſay 5.20.9 wnts x(ay5.:0 
them that ſpeake good of exzll;rhe other of man; He that faith Proverbs 
tothe wicked, Thou art righteous enough, him will the people 24524 | 
curſe, and the mulcitude abhorre. 

Therfore both theſe doth God pur into an equal ballance Pronerbs 
roiuttifie the wicked,and to conderne the righteous, 17.15 

Thus by conmmencie , by conſent, by counſelling, by pa> 
tronizing tne hinnes of o;hers, wee may become parrakers 
of theſe finnes. Now this 1sthe voyce of Heauen, that they 
that be partakers of ſmnes, ſhalbe partakers of plagues : and 
this moſt rightly;for as Auguſtine ſpeaks, lure vitam ararans Aug. de Ci- 
cum ts ſentuent ,quibus peceations amarieſſe noluerunt; they doe vie. 
moſt uiſtly ſnſfer bitter affi:;tion with athers, who would not be 
bitter unto the im thesr ſins, This the Apoſtle Pan knew right 
| well, therefore he exhorts 7imothze to be carefull of bis du | -;,, +46 
tie, Thoſe that ſnxe, rebuke openty (ſayth he) be not then par= ,, © 
taker of other mens ſinnes, but keepe thy ſelfepure.: therefore 
Bernard wel conlidering this,makes this his concluftion, fie 
hi tacere non liceat, cus ex officio ucumbit peccantes arguere:1 
muſt by no meanes be ſilent, to whom of antze it belongs toreproue 
fnue &+ tran/greſſion. And thus we ſee, that men o! this place 
they mutt be armoſi, bold and full of courage , ſparing finne 
in none, rebuking fin in all;and we {ee the reaſon hereof is - 
cleare, onr cou: fes cannor bee hid, for al/ things are naked 
and open unto his e Yes CONCEYRUNG whom we [þeake. 

Laftly, theſe men of this ranck, they multi be Gratiofs, ful 
of compaſcion, like Barnabas, ſonnes of conſolation. | 


And lait of ajl,giue me lcaue Tlithe to reflect ypen the L45- 
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58 A Sermon preached 
fie, & amongſt WO" 0s ypen the Gardians of P ariſbes, 
who of all ſeeme leaftto think of my Text, that a#things are 
naked & open that notbing i bid from his eyes concerning whons 
we ſpeaks: but muchrather ſeem oft ro deale,as if there were 
no divine power at all : They have taken each, that they will 
vſcall diligence for the reformation of finne, for the beating 
downe of tranſgreflion: but alas, what doe they ? why, even 
buric all in forgerfulnefle, nay, ſo intolerable wicked are 
ſame of theſe, eſpecially in Rural places, that they become 
not Refermers, but Deformers,none ſo diſſolnte and prophane, 
none ſo forward to ebriety and viciors conrſes, none {0 back- 
ward in frequenting the afſemblies of tve (hnrcb, bob andre- 
digrons exerciſes. But will you know the greatneflle of your 
wickednefle ? ſurely, you betray the name of God, you abinre 
all comfort to your hs you deſtroy your brethren,and draw 
ſearefull rudgements vpon your ſelues, Firſt, you betray the 
nameof God, forthatis giuen vnto you 2s aprecious Trea- 
ſure, which you ought topreſerue,withall care,with al feare, 
with all rewerence.This donation, we may ſec in Demeronome, 
where hee permits man-to ſweare by his name, but firſt, hee 
dothpromiſe twothings,thar is, that we muſt feare him,and 
ſerne bim; as if he ſhould ſay, I giue yourny name; but how? 
nottovſcatyour pleaſure, but to regardit as amoſiprecions 
Jewell, as a great treaſure,not tobe vicd, but with great feare 
and reuerence: therefore when God by the Prophet leremie 
would call his people from their finnes,and tranſgreſſions,he 
giues themthis in ſpeciall charge; that they ſhould fiweare, 
Tehouah lineth in Trath, in Iudgement, and in Inſtice: as if he 
(hould fay, I have committed my name vnto you, butyou 
haue abuſed it, and even trampled it vnder your feet, by rea= 
{on whereof I haue ſtretched forth my hand againſt you: 
but now inioyne you totake more ſpeciall care of this my 
greateſt treaſure,and neuer to dare to ſweare by it more, bur 
in Truth , in Iudgement , and in Inflice: therefore theſe raſh, 


 difſolute,and carelefle ſwearers, they betray the glorious name 


of God. Secondly, they abwre all comfort to their ſoules : for 


What haue they ſworne? how have they obliged and bound 


themſclues , that as they lookefor any comtort from God, 
and his heaucply promilcs, reucaled in his Word , that they 
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will eruly diſcharge their duties , reforming ſinne , informing 
you ſinne? wha doe they then by the neg/ef hereof, bur 
abinre all belpe of God, all comfort to their ſoules ?Thicdly,they 
deftroy their Brethren; for by obſcuring their impieties, they 
nouriſh them in finne, they incourage them in wickedneſle, 
and make their hearts ſtiffe & Rubborne againſt repentance, 
Laſtly , they draw fearefull indgements againit themſelnes ; 
Iudgements,in reſpeR oftheir own wickedneſle; Indgements, 
18 reſpeR of the | ma of others : Firſt, inreſpe of theix 
owne wickednefle , that they dare by baſe Periurie ſo vilifi 
the name of God. Now this is the yoice of God, he will nog 
hold them guiltleſſe that takg his name in vaine, yea, this is a

ſinne grieuouſly diſpleaſing voto him. We may reade in Le-- 


witicxs, that God would haue nopuniſhment inflicted ypon 
the Blaſphemer, but death it ſelfe : Bur Periurie is 2 high de 
gree of b/aſphemie,let thoſe thenthat dare incurthat wicked« 
nefle,ſce what iudgmet they draw down againſt themſelues; 


againe,they procure indgmets in reſpeRt of the finvof others, . 


making them their ſins, by their connivence: now this is the 
voice ofheauen,that they that are partakers of ſins, ſhall be par- 
takers of plagues. Ina word, Peruerie was ever ſo odious,and 
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_ thatamongitthe heathen,ghar(as C:eers ſpeaks) Dui ſemel /e Cicero pry- 
phieranit, ei creds poſtea non oportet ; He that had once perinred Rabiris, 


binſelfe,was nener more to be beleened,We may reade of Mer 
cxrie,chat taking away certain cattle of anothers,he was ſeen 
of one only Rufſtick; & therfore he came ynto him,and told. 
him,thart if he would coccale it, hewould giue him ſom part. 
of that prey: wheruponthe Ruflick bound himſelfe by oath,. 
that he would not diſcouer it. Bur Aercurie doubting his- 
integritie;transformed himſclfe into anether habit,and came. 


and inquired for thoſe cattle, as if he had beene the owner of. | 
them, and promiſed the Ruſticke a greater reward then be. 


fore,if he would tell him where they were, Whereupon the. 
Rufticke,greedie of the reward, vuerly paſt by his oath, and 


ſhewed Mercarie where the cattle were : whereupon-it is- 
ſaid,that Adercwrie ſeeing his perfidioufnefle, turned him in-- 


-ro afline-ftone. Vpon which wee may well moralize, that 


menthat haue once periured theraſelues, they arerturned in-- 


ro a fline-ſtone, that is, moli hard-of-bearr, inſeofivie of any: 
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| goodnefſe,and moſt rerdie to any miſchiefe. Secondly,that 


- bedeliueredrthem, and fo to enfranchiſe thoſe which they 


ratherchuſe to expoſe himſelfe into the hands of his eae-.

| to walke warily & ſincerely in our places, to promote Gods 
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men committing this wickednefle,are worthy to have ſome 
great & greeuous puniſhment inflited ypon them, Briefly, 
how ſacred an oath was amongſt the very Heathen, may 
plainly appeare from AMarcxs Marcellss ; who being taken 
Capriue, and they that had taken him Captiue, being wil- 
ling to haue theic Captives (which the Romans had taken) to 


had taken of the Romans , thought firto ſend Marcus Mars 
celins, one of theſe Captiues, ro the Romans, to know their 
minde herein,taking an oath of him for his returne, Aſaroxs ' 
eHMarcellas came to Rome, (ignified it to the Senate, with 
whom although he might haug prevailed, yet conſidering ir 
would be a dammage vnto the Romans, would not have 
them to grant it. And whereas now hee was in Rome, and 

might haue ſtated if he would, and knowiag (if hee didre- 
rurne) he ſhould vndergoc a moſt miſerable death; yet con. 
fidering with himſelfe,that he had taken oatheo recurne,did 


mics, to die amiſerable death, then to breake his oath, aud 
foperiure himſelfe. Behold then here,how facred an oath 
was amongſthe very Heathen, What ſhall wee then ſay to 
Chrifttans, who haue the word of God, expreſly to binde 
them to thereuerence hereof, and yet make no _ th ere « 
of ! Oh, yoid ofqueſtion, the yery Heathen mult needs riſe 
vp in iudgementagain{t them, Finally,to conclude, be wee 
Superiours or Inferiours,be we Magiſtrates, Paſtors,or Lai« 
tic, men of more priuate nature, ler vs all be moſt cauticus, 


glorie, to propagare his truth, to build vp the ki. gdome of 
Chriſt, to beat downe the kingdome of Saran : tor this is 
cleare; All things are naked andpatent unto bus etes,concernmng 
whom we ſpeake, The which faithfull dutie the heauenly Fa- 
ther imprint within euery of our ſoules, for his ſonnes fake, 
Chritt Ieſus. To which Father and Sonne, with cheir mot 
holy Spirit, be aſcribed all power, all gloric, all maieſtie, 
alldeminion, all praiſe and thankſgiuing, from ©:
